Soccer 

The  fall  arrived,  and  with  it  came  one  of  the  finest  soccer  teams  in 
the  sport’s  seven  year  history  at  Oneonta.  Coach  Garth  Stam’s  hooters 
ended  their  fall  season  with  a  record  of  6  wins  and  1  loss  in  the  New 
York  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference  Soccer  Association. 

Oneonta,  sweeping  over  its  State  competition,  compiled  the  top 
won-loss  record  in  the  league.  The  Red  Dragons  compiled  an  over-all 
season  mark  of  8  victories  and  3  defeats,  posting  a  2  and  2  record 
against  non-league  opponents. 

The  team,  establishing  this  winning  record  mark,  tied  or  broke  a  total 
of  6  individual  school  records.  The  hooters  now  have  a  ten  game 
undefeated  string  for  home  games  over  the  last  two  years,  and  Coach 
Stam’s  teams  have  posted  a  total  record  of  15  wins,  5  losses,  and  1  tie, 
for  a  winning  percentage  of  766. 

Two  of  the  Dragon  players  were  singled  out  for  special  individual 
honors.  They  were  Lee  Aldrich  and  Ray  DeGiovine.  Both  of  these  fine 
players  were  named  to  the  N.Y.I.A.C.S.A.  All-Star  Team,  and  to  the 
All-New  York  State  Area  Soccer  Team.
